ported last week was a shock not only 
to the 
people-of 
Littlestown but 


throughout county wherever he was 
known. He v,a§ one of the well kuown 
citizens of Littlestown and a promi- 
nent business man. 


The dead mau's family are pros- 


trated over his act of self destruction 
and there was no apparent reason for' 
the deed. There bad been some di** 
agreement between the deceased and 
his brother Charles, who have been 
carry ing on the coach making business, 
the deceased insisting that the place 
of business be closed and had been 
sixut down for rive years. The brother 
tried TO solve ljtrejs,.?i.rjgfetiori_.b^ pro- 
posing to buy the interest of deceased 
in the establishment or sell to him 
and on Monday of last week, the day 
before the act, the two came to Gettys- 
burg and had J. L. Butt. Esq., draw 
up the papers by which Clarence 
Biocher sold his interest iu the coach 
making business to Charles Biocher 
and partnership was dissolved. The 
dead man was wholly rational during 
the transaction of the business here. 
He was in good spirits and that he 
was contemplating suicide was not 
betrayed in the slighest manner. 


After the death of Tbaddeus S. 


Biocher, some years ago, the coach- 
making business was continued by 
four of his sons—Clarence, Harry, 
Charles and Howard, all practical me- 
chanics, who were associated with 
their father in the business. Some 
time thereafter Harry and Howard 
withdraw, the former to engage in 
other work, and the latter, having 
been elected a Justice of the Peace iu 
that borough, to give his attention to 
the duties of the office and other af- 
fairs in which he was interested. The 
business, under the name ofT. 3. 
Blochei's Sons, has been carried on 
by the two brothers. Clarence and 
Charles. 


Intimate friends of the suicide state 


that he had been in a melancholy 
mood for several weeks, aud seemed 
to be greatly troubled. For this rea- 
eou, it is said he was watched closely, 
for fear he might be led to attempt 
something rash. After the papers of 
dissolution of partnership had been 
signed there seemed to be no further 
cause for alarm, as this was the only 
matter which might have prayed on 
his mind. 


It re said that the dead man talked 


with bis wife only a short time before 
going to the shed to commit the deed, 
which was about 11.oO a. tn., leaving 
the house, however, without any inti- 
mation that he would not return. The 
finding ot the body was brought about 
by an inquiry from the store of George 
W. Kump. where Mr. 1-slocher had 
oeen measured for a suit of clothes. 
The coat being ready to be fitted, Mr. 
Biocher was sent for. Having just 
left the house a -short while before.

Biocher weut in search of her 


husband and was horrified upon open- 
ing the door of the 
s>hed to find the 


dead body suspended by a c-ord from 
the ratten*.

wafr the eldest son of the late Mr. aud 
Mrs. Thaddeus Biocher. aud was mar- 
ried to a daughter of Andrew Loug, 
of Littlestown, who 
survives him,

November "American Magazine," writ- 
ing under the title of "Barbarious 
Mexico," a country he has visited for 
a period of two years to collect the 
data which he has embodied into his 
remarkable series of articles.

during my entire trip to Mexico. 


"For the past four years this officer 


has been one of those in immediate 
charge of transporting all the Yaqui 
exiles to Yucatan. 
I was fortunate 


enough to take passage on the same 
steamer with him returning from Pro- 
greso to Vera Cruz. He is a stout, 
comfortable, talkative old campaigner 
of about sixty years. The steamship 
people put us in the same state room, 
and. 
as the colonel had some govern- 


ment passes which he hoped to sell me 
we were soon on the most confidential 
terms. 


"'In the past three and one-half 


years.' he told me. "I have delivered 
just, fifteen thousand seven hundred 
Yaquis in Yucatan—delivered, mind 
you. 
for you must remember that the 


government, never allows me enough 
expense money to feed them properly, 
and from ten to twenty per cent, die 
on the journey. 


" 'These Yaquis.' he said, 'sell in Yu- 


catan for $C- 
r> apiece—men. women and 


children. Who' gets the money? Well 
$10 goes to me for my services. The 
rest is turned over to the Secretary of 
War.

Adams County Airship. 


Enoch S. Lefevre. of Littlestown, 


this county, \vith his brother. Rev. W. 
D. Lefevre. of Dover. Del., has invent- 
ed an airship and has secured a patent 
on the machine which it is claimed 
will soar higher and carry heavier 
loads than any airship yet built. The 
machine has a vertical mast fastened 
to the bottom. 
Near the upper end 


or' the mast are stationary aeroplane 
with controllable slats that can be 
thrown open when the craft is to de 
scend and closed when going forward 
or 
ascending. Underneath the 
sta- 


tionary planes are eight vertically lift- 
ing propellers. Four revolve like large 
kites around the central mast in one 
direction discharging air underneath 
each other. This affords each plane a 
stronger body of air to float upon than 
the air it gathers in itself.

Painting Trunks of Fruit Trees. 
A physician, who is interested in 


fruit culture, wrote to Professor H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist. Harrisburg, 
iu reference to painting trees with 
white lead aud liuseedoil, as a pro 
tpetiou against borers, as follows : 


"In the Reading Kagle I saw a re- 


port of your demonstration given at 
the Poor House grounds at Shilling- 
ton, showing the advantage of paini- 
ng trunks of trees with white lead 
aud raw linseed oil for borers. 
We 


have done this, but since heard that 
some Suilliugtou fruit growers lost a 
great number of trees by tuis method. 
I write to you, asking as to the advan- 
tage of this treatment, and if there is 
danger of smothering the trees liy 
painting them." 


The answer of State Zoologist Sur- 


face follows : 


"Replying to your letter of recent 


date, 1 beg to say that! am deeply in- 
terested iu your statement that you 
have heard that the Shilliugtou fruit 
growers lost a number of trees by 
painting them with while lead aud 
linseed oil. I must ackuowledge that 
this is news to me, as 1 have not beeu 
informed concerning such loss. 


However, I do know that tens of 


thousands of trees have beeu painted 
with this material in this State with- 
out injury to them. Of course, you 
understand that i recommend paint- 
ing only apple, pear and tiuince trees, 
as- there is no advantage iu painting 
peach trees, aud the last named is 
more delicate thau the others. Never- 
theless, two years ago I painted my 
young peach trees, and this year took 
my most abuudaut aud best crop of 
peaches from the trees that had been 
painted. 


I can not believe that paiutmg has 


hurt the trees to which you refer, nu- 
1*?9 "boiled" oil or Impure material 
were used. J should like to be inform- 
ed as to just what persons lost their 
trees by painting them ; how many 
tbey lost, and under what conditions. 
I should then like to trace up this in- 
formation and see what material was 
iised, aud where it was procured.

tial citizen. The decision of the New 
York legislature is one that ought to 
be generally followed.

Paris paper which has investigated 
the subject, there are no less than 
106 factories in France for the man- 
ufacture of artificial 
coffee.

factories turn out 24.000 tons annu- 
ally, while there are 568 such estab- 
lishments 
in 
Austria-Hungary, in- 


cluding 412 for the manufacture of 
coffee 
from 
figs 
and in Germany 


nearly 15,000 hands are employed in 
the trade and the annual output is 
100,000 tons. 


It follows that a large quantity of 


"coffee" which we drink has not an 
atom of the real berry in it. The list 
of substances out of which it is man- 
ufactured is alarming. Cereals soaked 
with beer, brandy or rum. chestnuts 
and horse chestnuts, haricot beans 
nnd broad beans, carrots, dates and, 
finally, the hard roe' of the cod. The 
annual output of what is charmingly 
called "fanciful coffee" for Europe is 
estimated at over 237.000 tons.
